The animals must be well 
cared for and well fed to as- 
sure ‘the validity of such 
tests, he went on to say. 

The’ Institute maintains its 
animals under standards set up 
by the National Association of 
Medical Research, the Institute 
of Laboratory Resources and 
the Animal Care Panel. 

All have high standards un- 
der which the laboratory must 
be operated, he said. 

Research with animals, he 
is essential to mak- 


mental standards regarding 
foodstuffs for human consump- 
tion. 

Thus, a farmer knows within 
close tolerances how long be- 
fore harvesting he may spray 
a crop, and the manufacturer 
of pesticides can learn the dilu- 
tion of toxic solutions required, 
and the rate of decay of effec- 
tiveness which must be built 
in them. 

The same reasoning ap- 
plies in the diagnosis of addi- 
tives which are sometimes 
put in foods, the spokesman 
said. Chemicals are added to 
many foods for such things 
as preservation, modification 
of texture, and change of col- 
or, 

Some of the chemicals are 
harmless in the small quanti- 


ties used in the foods, but if 
taken in large doses, might

As We See It: | 


Annexation to San Mateo 
District Deserves Approval 


Tuesday, voters of the Sequoia High School District 
will go to the polls to decide whether the district should 
annex itself to the San Mateo Junior College District. The 
plan deserves a resounding endorsement. 
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There is some opposition to the proposal, some of it 
based on misinformation, more of it based on a conserva- 
tism which shrinks from the phrase “bond issue,” some 
based on the notion that a “junior college” isn’t a college 
at all, in the sense that a four-year college is and some 
based ona blind partisanship in behalf of “local control.” 

These arguments can all be disposed of and it can be 
shown:that a tremendous economy will be achieved also, in 
joining up with a district which is presently a going oper- 
ation. 

Not joining the district leaves two alternatives: Doing 
nothing, or forming a new junior college district co-termi- 
nous with the present Sequoia High School District. 

The first alternative must be discarded immedi- 
ately. We live in a modern world. Education beyond 
high school is becoming increasingly vital in the earn- 
ing-power of the individual, and in the ability of that 
person to contribute to the community's wealth and 
culture. 

The second alternative might be flattering to the 
partisans of “local control” because the school board of 
the Sequoia District would be in charge of things if a 
Sequoia junior college district were set up. But the 
tuition taxes now going to CSM for south county students 
would have to be raised even as they were diverted to the 
local agency, a building program (with bond issue) for a 
100-acre campus and an appropriate installations estimated 
to, cost about $12,000,000 would have to be started and, 
since it would start small, academic offerings might be 
limited for a couple of years. 

Thus, by voting not to assume a portion of CSM’s 
bonded indebtedness next Tuesday — which is the sense 
of the measure on the ballot — we'd either drastically cut 
the opportunities for education of our young people, or 
let ourselves in for huge new expenses. 

The partisans of local control will be able to take 
some solace, however, in the prospect that in about five 
years, CSM itself will probably have a student population 
of a size requiring that another campus be built in the 
south county, so local students won't have to make the not- 
particularly-onerous trip to the College Heights campus 
off the proposed 19th avenue extension, just north of Bel- 
mont, every day, forever. 

Can't the four year colleges take the load, as they 
have in the past? 

Here we find the key to the future of junior col- 
lege education, as well as that of the four-year colleges: 
In..1957 ‘the state moved to encourage building of 
junior colleges, in order that the present state college 
system could concentrate on building to accommodate 
those taking the last two years of the standard college 
course. 

This last fall, a 10 per cent reduction in the size of 
all freshman classes was ordered and it was easy to do: 
Looking at the high school transcripts, the admission offi- 
cials just lopped off the ones with lower academic stand- 
ings. 

The young people denied state college education by 
this method are not stupid. They are well up in that top 
percentile group which must provide tomorrow's leaders. 
Too, some matured later than the grammar school whizzes 
who can extract the square root from any number seen on 
the side of a freight car without using pencil or paper, 
but who might not be able to tie their own shoes. 

What all this leads to is that free, public junior col- 
leges will become “lower division” branches of the state 
colleges. The former will concentrate on the courses now 
taught in the freshman and sophomore years in the older 
and more famous “ivy covered halls” of the state college 
system. 

Moving the seat of learning in this manner shouldn't in 
any way attenuate the effectiveness of the teaching. 

State officials are watching, for another reason. 

They want to see if an area is genuinely in favor 
of buying and paying for education beyond the high 
school level. If it is, it has been indicated, the state 
may in time build a state college in an area served by 
several junior colleges, to provide advanced education 
for those advancing through the junior colleges. 

Considering these things — the economy of joining a 
going concern, and the evolving role of the junior college 
as a “feeder” to institution of higher learning —can we 
afford to sit around and argue for a couple of years when 
we're going to have to buy the facilities anyhow? 

It all started in the 1940's with the “population explo- 
sion” and the “baby boom.” 

Those youngsters born between 1940 and 1950 are now 
well advanced through the educational system. The ele- 
mentary school building need is tapering off. 

These youngsters are now advancing into the high 
schools and, in the Sequoia District, the situation appears 
to be in hand. The people who make projections of such 
things think they cam see a “levelling off” in the future — 
though probably not this side of another bond issue. 

A couple of year from now, these students will be 
knocking at the doors of our colleges or, more properly, 
the junior colleges which will have become the first divi- 
sion of the old four-year institutions.

The underground fire at the 
South San Mateo County Gar- 
bage Disposal District’s dump 
at the east end of Marsh road 
continues to burn, and district 
workers are still trying to 
figure out a way to get it out. 

District officers have gone 
as far as to contact similar 
Operations in the Los Angeles 
area, and the main thing 
found out is that underground 
fires can be very persistent 
indeed.

Municipal Report: 


Councilmen Discuss Transit Plan, Have Criticisms 


Bay Area Rapid Transit Dis- 
trict officials visited the Menlo 
Park City Council recently to 
find out how local winds were 
plowing insofar as Council en- 
dorsement of the latest BARTD 
peninsula routing is concerned. 

Although Councilmen didn’t 
say it officially, it appeared as 
though storm signals are flying 
here over BARTD’S plan to 
end the peninsula line at Red- 
wood City in the first stage of 
construction. 

All of this is dependent on 
future passage of a bond issue 
estimated at $926,000,000. 

Menlo Park is one of the bay 
area communities requested to 
turn in recommendations on 
the latest route plan to BARTD 
so that a final report can be 
made by the district after the 
first of the year. That report 
will go to the various Boards 
of Supervisors of the counties 
involved. 

If the plan, which may pos- 
sibly be revised as a result of 
the city and county recommen- 
dations to BARTD, is approved 
by all of the county boards, an 
election date for the bond issue 
will be set, possibly for 1962. 

Conferring with the city fa- 
thers on Menlo Park’s partici- 
pation in making recommenda- 
tions on the current BARTD 
plan were Richard Shepherd, 
district administrative assist- 
tant, and Joseph Hunter, mem- 
ber of the board. 


Councilmen Ira Bonde, Mi- 
chael Belangie and Silas Payne 
all indicated disfavor, in one 
form or another, with the cur- 
rent plan. Mayor William Law- 
son did not make an immediate 
pro or con statement. 

Hunter told the Council that 
plans to extend the rapid tran- 
sit line to the San Jose area 
have been stymied because 
Santa Clara County, to date, 
had not joined the fire coun- 
ties participating in the dis- 
trict. 

In addition, Hunter said, the 
planned extension of the line 
through Menlo Park had to be 
cut back to Redwood City be- 
cause of financing problems, al- 
though right-of-way purchases 
would be made through this 
city, anticipating the timewhen 
Santa Clara County might join 
and make line extension finan- 
cially feasible. 

Belangie asked Shepherd 
“how Menlo Park could benefit 
from this plan if Palo Alto is 
not included.” 

Shepherd replied by describ- 
ing rapid transit as a 24hour 
operation whereas current com- 
mute service of the Southern 
Pacific, admittedly good during 
rush hours, is more or less 
limited to those hours. Rapid 
transit cars from Redwood City 
would leave every 1!2 minutes 
24 hours a day, he said. 

Under current planning, the 
rapid transit cars would .also 
take commuters into the heart 
of San Francisco rather than to 
Third and Townsend streets 
where the SP terminal is lo- 
cated, Shepherd said. 

Shepherd also said consult- 
ing engineers have said the 
peninsula line planning cut- 
back “is the only one not fully 
justified . . . it should go on 
to San Jose.” 

But, he said, non-participa- 
tion by Santa Clara County has 
forced this action. 

“IT have been a commuter for 
14 years,” Payne told Shep- 
herd. ‘If.I drive to Redwood 
City, I might as well go right 
on to the city. My wife would 
not want to drive me all the

Hunter, a former engineer

Shepherd said that the Marin 
County line was vital not only 
to serving that area but as a 
feeder for the section of San 
Francisco through which it 
would pass from the Golden 
Gate Bridge. He also asserted 
that BARTD. had representation 
from Marin County. and that 
they are “just as conscious of 
their constituents support” as 
are those from this county. 

Belangie commented that he 
isn’t satisfied with the lack of 
plans for ‘feeder’ transporta- 
tion to the BARTD line. 

“You don’t have me as sup- 
porter of the plan until I’m sat- 
isfied that some kind of bus 
service to the line can be ar- 
ranged,” he said. 

Bonde said he was ‘very re- 
luctant’”’ to support current 
planning unless arrangements 
can be made to send the line on 
through to San Jose. 

Bonde also asked “What will 
happen to Santa Clara County 
commuters if BARTD went in- 
to business without serving 
them and the Southern Pacific 
no longer provided service?” 

Shepherd said that many peo- 
ple doubt that Southern Pacific 
“would remain in the com- 
muter business, which is a 
money loser, beyond the next 
10 or 15 years anyhow.” 

The two officials once again 
urged Menlo Park to submit a 
recommendation to BARTD on 
current planning to aid in mak- 
ing up the final report. Mayor 
Lawson indicated that this 
would be done in the near 
future.

The architectural 
Delp Johnson, Poole, Storm 
and Associates expects to 
complete the plan in about 
three months.
